year 
has witnessed many 
notable achievements in the held of 
law 
enforcement, 
and at the same 
time there have been some serious set­ 
backs. 


From 1930 to 1936 we witnessed a 
gradual decrease in crime. Figures for 
1937, however, show a decided increase 
in the felonies committed this year as 
against the 1,333,526 major crimea in 
1936. There has been a sharp increase 
in robberies, burglaries, larcenies and 
automobile thefts. 


The records for 1937 show that more 
persons died 
by manslaughter, that 
more were murdered and they reveal 
an alarm ing increase in the most hor­ 
rible of crim inal violations that exists 
,— that of the degenerate attacks of 
filthy prison-bred reptiles upon the 
women and children of Am erica 


It has taken years to arouse the 
Am erican publit to the consciousness 
of its crime problem, and it has taken 
the lives of many faithful law enforce­ 
ment officers, 
who have unselfishly 
laid down their lives in battle with the 
underworld, to draw the attention of 
the public to the fact that crime is not 
a m ythical thing, but one that actually 
threatens them day in and day out 


I hopi* that with these facts before 
us the new year w ill witness a more 
concentrated 
effort 
to 
increase 
the 
efficiency of law enforcement and a 
greater 
interest 
on the part of our 
citizens iii this most important prob­ 
lem. 


There are no mysteries to good law 
enforcement 
It requires only honest 
sustained effort, the application of in­ 
genuity 
and 
trained 
intelligence, 
coupled with the proper type of per­ 
sonnel. 
The lecord of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation has revealed that there 
can Ik* no better paying investment 
than that of good law enforcement. 
During the last fiscal year, as a re­ 
sult of the im estigative activities of 
Special Agents of this Bureau, over

Government for each dollar spent in 
the cost of Us operation, to say noth­ 
ing of the value of the many co-opera­ 
tive endeavors of this Bureau designed 
to further protect society 
I have frequently been asked to tell

Crim inals have 
been apprehended 
and brought to justice through

Federal Bureau of Investigation and 
brave local law enforcement authori­ 
ties throughout the United States, and 
as we look into the future we can take
